Moquis Celebrate the Great 
Snake Dance. 


Wild, Weird and Revolting Rites at 
the Village of Walpi. 


A Pandemonium of Frenzied Indians 
and Writhing Reptiles, 


The Dancea Religious Ceremony, 
Having Its Origin in a Re« 
markable Legend of 
the Tribe. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Winsvow, (Ariz.,) Aug. 24.—[Spec- 
cial.| On August 21 was celebrated 
the biennial anniversary of the snake 
dance at the village of Walpi, the cap- 
ital town of the Moquis. This dance 
is strictly of a religious character, em- 
bodying the prayers for rain and plen- 
teous crops. These people have been 
taught that their deity takes the form 
of a crested snake and lies in the sky. 
With bis immense tail he strikes the 
clouds. They hear the evidence of bis 
powerin the rumbling of the rain 
wheels, and in the flashing lightning 
they see the sparks emitted beneath 
the wheels of the mighty chariot as it 
rolis across the arc of heaven. They 
reap his blessing in the falling showers 
which bring the crops and blooming 
flowers. 

The legend teaches that once upon a 
time the earth was very thinly popu- 
lated and wicked. Masgau, the death 
king, htreatened to destroy every one, 
unless some propitiation could be found. 
A young man was found, also a young 
virgin, who offered to become the 
mediatory objects or influence to ap- 
pease the wrath of the king of death. 
Accordingly the chiefs of the tribe 
drove these two from among the vil- 
lagers, forcing them to wander. In the 
course of time they were met by a 
strange being, who forcibly took the 
maiden front the youth and carried her 
away. For many moons the youth 
sought his young bride but without 
avail, until foally, through fatigue and 
hunger, he threw himself down to die. 
At this tinfea strange being brought 
to him his long lost bride, telling him 
that he was to be the father of a tribe, 
that would prove a bDenefaction to all. 
In a few months the virgin bride gave 
birth to eight serpents, who were to 
represent all mankind. ‘Shortly after 
this Massau, the king of death, re- 
turned to the villages of the Hopi-tichs 
or Moquis. appearing suddenly running 


mesa with a speed ‘that defied 
the strength of a horse. They watched 
him as he went north along the valley, 
regardless of the bushes and ditches, 
until finally he was seen to crawl upon 
the mesa at or near the spring known 
today as K-nel-ba, or sheep spring. It 
was here he met T-cua (the rattle- 
snake,) who was looking for a home. 
The talk between Massau and the ser- 
pent resulted in an understanding 
about rain and the establishment of 
the snake order. The serpent ac- 
knowledges the abduction of the 
maiden, and agrees that if Massau will 
furnish him a home and protect his 
offspring that he (T-cua) will furnish 
the rain for alltimeto come. But if 
Massau should, for one moment, for- 
get and allow harm to befall any one 
of T-cua’s children, that dire necessi- 
ties and calamities shall befall all man- 
kind. Hence, the earnestness which 
the participants display makes the en- 
tire coremony vividly impressive to the 
careful observer, who caunot fail to see 
and realize that there is more in it 
than the superficial actions in connec- 
tion with the gaudy dispiay of the liv- 
ing panorama. Every step in the cer- 
emony is an emphatic syllable in the 
earnest prayer for rain. The snake 
order as it exists today consists of two 
degrees—the antelope degree and the 
snuke degree—making a most power- 
ful fraternity (similar to the leading 
fraternity among the whites.) The 
snake degree is divided into three sec- 
tions—the fellows, warriors and sing- 
ers. The antelope degree is divided 
into three sections—the fellows, couri- 
ers and singers. 
THE CEREMONIES 

connected with the snake dance last 
sixteen days. On the morning of 
the first day at daylight Ko-pela, the 
high chief, enters es-tu-fa, or un- 
There he begins the 
preparation of the medicines and 
washes used during the ceremonies: 
For four days he remains there alone 
thus occupied. On the morning ofthe 
fifth day he takes a hunter’s bow, dec- 
orates the string with red-colored 
horse hair and hangs iton the ladder. 
Over that he places the skins of a 
skunk and pine martin or squirrel. 
Then the members of the order are al- 
lowed to enter the es-tu-fa and begin 
to prepare themselves for the solemn 
From this day on 
the members are not allowed toeat at 
home or to speak to anyone except 
members of the order, and then in a 
whisper. On-the moraing of the ninth 
day the entire membership of the 
snake degree start north to gather the 
serpents. The next day they go to 
the west, the next to the south, and 
the fourth day to the east. They re- 
turn each evening bringing the snakes 
they have captured. On entering the es-

idle. They bave been busily engaged 
in preparing and cooking all manner of 
native food, consisting of mush called 
“pigumt,” native bread called “pike,” 
of various colors, White, red, blue, yel- 
low, striped and Variegated, great pots 
of boiled muttom and hominy, vast 
ollasor pots of beans, wheat bread, 
cakes, coffee, tea, stewed fruits, and in 
a word, everything welcome to an In- 
dian’s palate has been anticipated and 
bountifully supplied for the coming 
feast. 

The morning of the 2ist inst. the 
sixteenth day of the dance, was cool 
and cloudy. About’ o’clock, as the 
morning star made its appearance in 
the east, a long lime of dark figures are 
seen silently wending their way toward 
the north to a sprivg known as “Onion 
Water,” from where they start a race 
back toward their village home, a dis- 
tauce of about foBr miles, carrying in 
their arms neW, onions, corn stalks, 
chili plants, tha @quash biossom, and 
all manner of At the foot of 
the mesa stand @roups of eager, ex- 
pectant childrems Ihe people are 
watching from the north side of the 
mesa. The chief Tcharser stands ina 
conspicuous place. ~As the clouds dis- 
appear and the sun looks on the world 
with glorious eye, the group of run- 
ners are seen gather around the 
rocks a few mies uway. The chief 
lifts a gourd and Bwings it to the four 
points of the compass. As the sun- 
light streams over the valleys he lifts 
the gourd high im the air, then dashes 
itto the ground. With a yell the run- 
ners dash away. As they come to 
plainer view they are greeted with 
cheer upon cheer from their respective 
admirers, and as they dash up the 
rugged side’ of the mesa, some eight 
hundred feet above the level plain. 
As usual, Latic, (the wolf), a member 
of the antelope degree, leads the van, 
panting, yet exultant at his victory, 
which bespeaks to him and his kindred 
another season of plenty. The last 
runner as he neared the top of the mesa, 
although but a few minutes behind in 
the long race, is greeted with scowls 
of derision by the female population, 
both matron and maid. Preparations 
are now well undér way for the great 
event, 

THE SNAKE DANCE. 

Everything in the workings of the 
snake order bas been so perfectly 
taught that onthe day all know just 
what to do and ‘how to act. If one 
who took part should look ata woman, 
or if a woman should address a flatter- 
ing speect: to teok part, the 
snakes would become angry and fight 
at those who handle them—for the 
snake understands and resents the 
flattery of women, because the mother 
of Tena was a lying and deceitful 
woman, for didshe not leaye him to 
starve after bis birth? and he was 
warmed by an antelope, as the story 
goes. 

In each estufa are to be found altars 
built of colored sands designative of 
the elements. These sand altars are 
reconstructed each day, the sand used 
yesterday not being used a second time. 
They are prepared as follows: The 
altars in the antelope degree are com- 
posed first of four series of clouds or 
semi-circles joined together at their 
apex, being formed by four different 
colors of sand, viz.: The first series be- 
ing white, thesecond red, the third 
black and the fourth green. From the 
point of conjunction of each semi- 
circle atypical serpant is drawn de- 
noting the lightning, on the neck of 
which is a hook or crest denoting 
thunder, all of which is commemora- 
tive of the promises given by Tena to 
Massau that rain should be furnished 
in plenty. ln the snake estufa 
another sand altar is erected, the 
colors being brown, black and white. 
In the place of the cloud symbols isa 
wolf drawn in biown. In his mouth 
is astalk of corn. Beneath him are 
four serpeuts, black, brown, black and 
white and white. The wolf in this in- 
stance represents Massau the king of 
death, who himself appears once each 
year, butitis not permitted for any 
one to draw his image or anything ap- 
pertaining to. bis true character on 
wood orstone oron anything, under 
penalty of death. These four serpents 
also indicate thunder and lightning. 

On the last day of the feast or the 
day of the dance, before the serpenis 
are removed from thé estufa, they are 
placed in the center of this snake altar. 
Should a serpent fail to crawl outside 
the boundary ot the altar it would be 
taken as an evil omen, and the dance 
postponed until the snake did break the 
line and-craw! out, letting the water 
out to replenish the earth. If the 
snake breaks the line, and lets the 
water out, then a tepee composed of 
cottonwood boughs is built upon the 
plaza of the town where the dance is 
totake place. Two or three hours 
prior to the dance the snakes, having 
previously been placed in buckskin 
sacks, ave carried and placed in this 
tepee.

' Now the ranks are broken, the snake 


rattle is kept in constant, tremulous 
motion, accompanied by a peculiar 
singing or humming tone of voice. 
These antelope men circle with long 
swinging strides three times around 
the plaza, pausing each time before the 
cottonwood tepee before which is im- 
plauted in the hard, rocky surface of 
the plaza a cottonwood slab, upon 
which each in turn stamps,blowing bis 
breath upon a bandful of meal, offers 
his petition to Massau and the 
snake to protect himself, his family 
and friends from all danger in this 
life and the life tocome. So praying, 
he tosses the meal upon the cotton- 
wood shelter in which are confined the 
reptiles.‘ After this they form in line 
facing outward und await the coming 
of 
THE DANCERS. 

Thee now appear, their naked 
bodies thoroughly besmeared with 
an ointmentof bear’s grease and 
Indian red, which gives them a sleek, 
shiny, greasy brown, decked with eagle 
feathers in Aheir hair, turtle shell 
rattles,and bells fastened to the knees, 
each carrying a ‘“teua-v-wipa,”’ or 
snake whip in his right hand. 

After making the circuit three times, 
stamping and sprinkling meal the 
same as the antelope men, they form 
in line facing the antelope men. Now 
the chief, Chino, bis noble brow 
crowned with a wreath of the leaves 
of the cottonwood, approaches, carry- 
ing in his left hand a vessel contain- 
ing holy water. In his right hand he 
bas a bunch of eagle feathers, which, 
as he passes between the lines, he dips 
into the holy water and sprinkles upon 
all the participants. When he reaches 
the cottonwood tepee, stopping in front 
of the entrance and facing the east, he 
repeats four times in a loud voice, 
while he sprinkles the holy water, the 
word *‘Oha.”’ Then facing the 
he four times repeats the word “Tcum- 
iwe;’’ then facing the west he four 
times repeats *I'cumibe;”’ facing south 
he four times repeats the word 
“Tcuame,” after which he goes 
through the same performance, sprink- 
ling holy meal instead of the holy 
water. Next a number of women 
and young girls appear, each carrying 
a small platter of holy meal, and take 
their stand at the south end of the 
line. At this juocture a song, archaic 
in its origin, is rendered by both ante- 
lope and snake men. 


men groupiug by threes, the first of 
each group being the one who handles 
the snakes. Silently he glides to the 
cottonwood shelter, crawls within and 
quickly reappears. A thrillof horror 
seems to hold the audience spellbound 
as if some fearful nightmare had taken 
possession of them, as he is seen pranc- 
ing away holding between his teeth a 
huge, slimy, writhing, repulsive, vicious 
rattler, and is quickly followed by an- 
other with four smaller serpents in his 
moutb. Another and another follow 
in quick succession, until the savage 
leader of each trio, with fromone to 
half a dozen venomous 
REPTILES IN HIS MOUTH, 

is wildly but dexterously cavorting 
around the ring, fully realizing that a 
single bitein the head or neck will 
surely and promptly send him to the 
happy hunting-grounds. Yet so fasci- 
nated and exultant at this chance to 
display bis native savage ferocity and 
daring that he seems to court and defy 
rather than avoid the deadly fangs. : 
While it may be true that they have 
fortified themselves with ‘‘ji-mon-a,”’ 
(being the datura metaloides of 
botany) an herb which benumbs the 
sense of danger, it is nevertheless true 
that they dance with their eyes tightly 
closed, for no matter how enraged the 
serpent may be, or what excruciating 
torture he may be suffering from the 
pressure of the teeth upon the verte- 
bre a few inches from the head, (the 
serpent insome instancesis uninten- 
tionally severely lacerated,) yet, 
should the eye of the snake meet that 
of his captor, be will quickly and in- 
variably turn bis head and bring his 
eye in close proximity to the eye of the 
dancer, darting his forked tongue in a 
threatening manner. 

We all know how we are startled at 
meeting asingle snake; compare this 
withthe scene before you, and draw 
your own conclusions. The second of 
the the trio with his snake whip, 
guides the head of the snake, keeping 
itas far as possible from the head of 
his companion—yet the serpent fre- 
quently darts his head through the 
the long, loose locks of the dancer. 
The third follows and guards the 
snakes as they are dropped or thrown 
upon the ground from the mouths of 

be dancers. Immediately on strik- 

ing the ground the serpents coil them- 
selves ready for afight,and not in- 
frequently strike at the legs of the 
dancers as they pass by, butewith no 
serious results, | 

At the conclusion the dance the 
snakes are all gathered and thrown in 
a heap atthe foot ef the holy rock, 
sprinkled with meal and holy water, 
after which the dancers break ranks 
and grabbing handfuls of the reptiles, 
sometimes as many as’ a dozen each, 
carry them into the valley beneath and 
liberate them.

FEW SKIRMISHES, 


Armies at Valparaiso Watch- 
ing Each. Other. 


The Rebels Unable to Take the City 
On Their Original Lines, 


And Preparing to Change Their 
Plans of Attack. 


Other Foreign News-—Closing, Fes- 
tivities in Honor of the French 
Squadron at Portsmouth—

New York, Aug. 25.—({By the As- 
sociated Press.| The Herald’s Valpa- 
raiso (Chile) special says: hostile 
armies are still watching each other, 
and outside of some skirmishing noth- 
ing was done today. 

“It is believed that the commander 
of the Congressional forces has realized 
that it will be impossible to capture 
Valparaiso along the lines originally 
laid out, and that he is preparing to 
change bis plan of attack.”’ 


A WELCOME BATTLE. 

LONDON, Aug. 25.—Papers here wel- 
come the news of the battle which be- 
gan Friday last near Valparaiso be- 
tween the government troops and the 
Chilean insurgents. They believea 
battle so fiercely waged there is an in- 
dication of a speedy end of the strug- 
gle which is bringing such disastrous 
results to Chilie. 

CHILEAN BONDS WENT UP. 

News of the battle, when received 
here, had a favorable influence upon 
the stock exchanges. The price of 
Chilean bonds advanced slightly. It 
is believed that a big recovery in these 
bonds will occur when things have set- 
tled down, although the conditions 
which prevail in other South Ameri- 
can republics will prevent a speedy 
return to the prices that ruled before 
the breaking out of the troubles. 


BRITISH CRITICISM. 


The Thunderer on the Pan-Ameri- 
San Railway Project. 

LONDON, Aug. 25.—|By Cuble and 
Associated Press.] The Times today 
publishes a three-column article upon 
the projected intercontinental railway 
which, when completed, will link the 
South and Central American repub- 
lics with each other and with the 
United States. In discussing these 
plans the Times expresses the opinion 
that James G. Blaine, United States 
Secretary of State, “isa manof grand 
ideas, and if, as it seems quite possible, 
he is the next President, there will be 
some chance of realizing the scheme.”’ 

Continuing, the Times says: 

The project aims to join the markets of 
North and Seuth America, but there is no 
place for a general commercial system eveu 
in the relations between the several repub- 
lies. The railroad, when completed, would 
have to compete with the great waterways 
on either side of the continent from Buenos 
Ayres to New York and from Valparaiso 
toSan Francisco. i&xisting means of travel 
are simpler and cheaper than they could 
ever be made on arailroad. it is obvious 
that the scheme has political as wellas com- 
mercial ends in view; to join the North and 
South American republics, 6ven though at 
first outward sight the union will be noth- 
ing but iron rails with the supreme center 
of republican government at Wasbington, is 
a conception captivating as a magnet. 

The Times also asserts that recent 
proposals on the partof the United 
States looking tothe establishment of 
reciprocity withthe various republics 
of the continent are generaily received 
by the countries to which overtures 
were made as specimens of absolutely 
cynical Anglo-Saxon selfishness, and 
that the proposals have created pro- 
found distrust in American bargains. 

Tonching upon the question as to 
where capital is to be found for the 
enormous enterprise, the Times ex- 
presses the opinion that it cannot be 
found in the needy southern republics 
and that it must be raised in the 
United States. The latter will be 
obliged to guarantee interest on the 
cost of construction, and tbere isa 
strong conviction that the United 
States would recoup itself for this 
guarantee at the expense of the repub- 
lics farther south. The paper adds: 

Many people of practical opinion believe 
the seheme never will be realized. The 
price demanded by the United States for 
guaranteeing bonds of the railroad would be 
commercial and political concessions which 
the other republics could not grant. ‘lhe 
United States isregarded as the rival of 
Kugland, and as the states of the southern 
half of the continent were developed by 
English capital, there exists an important 
party which will regard apy step toward 
closer commercial and political relatious 
with the United States as a.step away from 
ap old and trusted friend.

NICARAGUA REVOLT QUENCHED 
IN BLOOD. 


Two ex-Presidents, an Editor anda 
Diplomat Banished After a 
Fightin Which Many # 
Were Killed.

MANAGUA (Nicaragua) Aug. 25.— 
[By the Associated Press.| Granadaon 
Sunday was the scene of coup de main 
by which President Roberto Sacasa 
tried to rid himself of his most promi- 
nent opponents and at the same time 
nip in the bud a possibly growing revo- 
lution. The gentlemen arrested include 
two ex-presidents of Nicaragua and

Granada is practically in a state of 
siege and tbe troops here at the capital 
are confined to the barracks. In addi- 
tion, the opposition to President Sacasa 
is growing daily, aud aifairs are assum- 
ing a definite position. 

For years a Vigorous rivalry has ex- 
isted between the Progressionists, 
whose headquarters are at Granada, 
and the Catholic church party, whose 
strongholds are Léon and Managua, 
Granada for many terms past has fur- 
nished the country with a President, 
but at the last election Sacasa, a Léon 
man, was chosen President, the Pro- 
gressionists say, by undue means. He 
had previously been a senator, and on 
the mysterious death of President 
Garazo two years ago, was chosen to 
fill out the unfinished term. ‘This was 
not approved by the Progressigts, and 
Sacasa became more uupopular as it 
became known that he, backed by the 
church party, was leaving no stone un- 
turned to bring about bis reelection. 
For some time it has been whispered 
that an attempt would be made to 
oust him, but the coup by himself was 
a complete surprise. 

The gentlemen arrested are ex-Preai- 
dent Chamarro, ex-President Zavala, 
Don Esarique Guzeman, sonof Gen. 
Guzeman, and Don J. D. Rodriguez, 
formerly attached to the legation ac 
Washington. Their arrest caused 
great excitement in Granada, and the 
prison was attacked. The exact num- 
ber of casualties is not Known, but it 
is reported that the chief oflicer of 
police and at least six soldiers were 
killed and about {fifty citizens shot, 
The prisoners were subsequently 
brought to Managua, where they were 
sentenced to be escorted across the 
frontier and ordered never to return to 
the country under penalty of death. 
Granads bas been placed in a state of 
siege. 

As some of the prisoners belong to 
wealthy and important families in 
Nicaragua, the matter caused excite- 
ment, and further trouble is expected. 
It is known that a numberof other 
persons are under surveillance by 
Sac asa’s spies.

THE COURTS. . 


Wong Ark Murder Trial 
Fairly Commenced. 


Two WITNESSES EXAMINED 


Important Land Suit Before Suds 
Shaw-—Habeas. Corpus Pro- 
ceedings in Department 
Five—Notes. 


At 10 o’clock yesterday morning the work 
of securing a jury in the Wong Ark murder 
case was resumed in Department Six, but it 
was net until 4 o’clock in the afternoon that 
the last juror was accepted and sworn to try 
the case. 

The original panel being exhausted early 
in the day, a number of jurors were drafted 
in from Department Three, and atnoon a 
special venire for eight more jurors was 
issued, returnable at 3 o’clock p.m. After 
examination touching their qualifications to 
act as jurors, A. K. Coward and W. ©. 
Ormiston were excused for cause, 
and the defense then exercised the 
following peremptory challenges: 
W. Faunce, FP. C. Backus, ©. W. 
Clement, K. J. Collins, J. H. Claud- 
ius, Alex Stephens. S. Cahen, J. G. Estu- 
dillo, J. Fennessy and J. Baldwin. N. P. 
Campbell and K. Deakers were challenged 
by the defendant and excuse‘ by the court. 


Jole, T. L. Dougherty and J. 8. Van Doren. 

After the information bad been read to the 
jury, District Attorney McLachlan made a 
short address to that body, in which ke out- 
lined the facts which the prosecution ex- 
pected to provein the case, and upon which 
a verdict of conviction would be asked. 

Dr. M. M. Kannon was then called to the 
witness stand, and briefly examined as to 
having held an autopsy upon the body of 
Goot Gue, the murdered woman, Ason the 
former trial of the case, he testified simply 
to the effect that the woman’s death was 
cuused by a gunshot wound in the abdumen. 

Uriando Robn, a policeman, was the next 
witness, and his testimony was merely a re- 
iteration of that given by him on the previ- 
ous trial, except as to one or two minor de- 
tails.

HEAVY LAND SUIT, 

In Department Five yesterday the trial 
of the case of the San Fernando Valley im- 
provement Company against J. B. Young 
and others, a suit to foreclose a vendor’s 
lien on a contract for the purchase of iand, 
w«s commenced before Judge Lucien Shaw 
and a jury and will in all probability, claim 
their attention for several days. ‘The piain- 
tiff alleges that on May 28, 1887, it entered 
into a contract with defendants whereb 
the latter agreed to purchase sec, 29, ‘1 2 N 
16 W in the San Fernando Valley for %3s,- 
400, which sum wasto be paid in instail- 
ments at stated intervals. s there is still 
due thereon the sum of $22,920.38 it is now 
sought to foreclose defendants from all 
rights under the contract. The defendauts 
deny that plaintiff ever had any title to the 
land in qugstion and ci.im, therefore, that 
they could not sell it. Furthermore in a cross- 
complaint the defendant Young alleges that 
he also bought a smaller tract of acres 
at the same time and at the same price, #60 
per acre, but that = failed to comply 
with the terms of its contract in that it re- 
fnsed to convey the landto him when he 
tendered the money therefor. 

SHE WILL REMAIN IN JAIL. 

Francisca Mandibles appeared before 
Judge Shaw, yesterdaay, on writ of habeas 
corpus, and by her attorney, W. H. Savage, 
Esq., applied for her release from the 
County Jxil. It was shown by the records 
that the woman was arrested at San Pedro 
and taken before Justice Sweet of that 
place, on the charge of vagrancy, to which 
she entered ber piea of guilty. She was 
thereupen sentenced to imprisonment in 
the County Jali for thirty days. Her coun- 
sel, however, argued that she was a UCali- 
fornia tudian, and as such was exempt in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
statute. After bearing both sides of the 
question, the Court did not believe that the 
proof offered by the appiicant was sufficient, 
and accordingly she was remanded to jail 
and the writ dismissed.

GROWTH OF OUR LANGUAGE, 


Wonderful Advances Have Bsen 
Made Since Dr. Johnson’s Time. 
The dictionary of the Anglo-Saxon 

tongue bas grown wonderfully since 

Dr. Johnson’s time. “Webster’s In- 

ternational Dictionary”’ contains many 

thousands of words that are not to be 
found inthe vocabulary of the great 

English lexicographer, and a considera- 

ble proportion of these words apply to 

new discoveries, arts aud processes, to 
which it was absolutely necessary 
to give distinguished names, The 
nomenclaturé -of science has been 
immensely extended within the last 
fifty yeurs; and although some of 
the new terms are rather far- 
fetched and, except to classical 
echolars, obacure, many of them are 
so pat and significant that we can all 
understand their meaning. Whenever 
plain and simple words of Saxon deri- 
vation will apply. the New York 
Ledger thinks they ought to have the 
preference, even in scieatific technol- 
ogy, over those of Greek or Latin ori- 
gin. Information for the people should 
be couched, whenever possible, in lan- 
guage which the great body “ the peo- 
ple can easily comprehend. It cer- 

tainly should not be necessary for a 

boy to be versed in the dead languages 

in order to understand bis own.

WHITEHALL (N, Y.,) Aug. 25.—[By 
the Associated Press.] President 
Harrison and party left Saratoga at 
8:30 this morning on a special train. 
At Fort Edward and Dresden short 
stops were made, and the President ad- 
dressed the people at each place. The 
train stopped bere a few minutes. 
There was assembled here a com- 
pany of Union veterans, who had 
stopped while on their way to the re- 
union at Dresden, The President 
stood on the platform of the rear car 
and made them a speech, which was 
received with much enthusiasm. At 
the conclusion of the remarks the vet- 
erans struggled with one another to 
get the President’s hand. The jour- 
ney was then continued, and when the 
State line was reached Gen. Peck wel- 
comed the President in behalf of Gov. 
Fairbaven, Vt., was reached at 
10 o’clock. The President was intro- 
duced and proceeded to make a few 
remarks. The journey was resumed. 
When the train stopped at Castleton a 
crowd composed of the pupils of the 
Normal school anda large number of 
women greeted the President, who re- 
sponded in a happy speech. 
GREETINGS ALONG THE WAY. 
BURLINGTON (Vt.,) Aug. 25.—When 
the train bearing the President 
reached Fairhaven he made a short 
speech complimenting the inhabitants 
of the place on their thrift and obedi- 
ence tothe laws. He dwelt at some 
length on the prosperity that must cer- 
tainly be the lot of a community whose 
citizens are careful to obey the laws of 


‘the country and ready at all times to 


defend them. ‘The speech was contin- 
ually interrupted by applause. 

At Castieton the President made a 
short talk on the “New England 
school teacher,’”’ who, he asserted, was 
one of the most influential characters 
in the history of the United States. 
**Tbhey have gone from New England 
to all parts of the country,” he said, 
**They have used their influence in the 
communities to which they went and 
have impressed upon their pupils 
lessons of seli respect, love for free in- 
stitutions and social order. Could we 
trace the slender thread of influence 
they wield to their great results we 
would have higher thoughts of the 
power and dignity of these pioneers of 
education.” ([Cheoers.] 

At Brandon the President was show- 
ered with bouquets of handsome flow- 
ers, thrown by young ladies and school 
children of the town. He made a 
short, impromptu, characteristic 
speech in which he thanked them for 
the flowers and other evidences of the 
sincerity of their kind reception. 

At Middlebury the President made 


another speech in which he spoke of 
the great pleasure he had derived from 


making their acquaintance. 

Gov. Stewart also spoke in eulogistic 

terms of Middlebury College. 
NOVEL COMPLAINT. 

At Vergennes the President made a 
laugving complaint. ‘I have had,’’ 
said he, “some experience in the busi- 
ness of speaking from the end of a rail- 
road train, but this morning it has 
seemed to me that these Vermont 
towns are closer together than on any 
route I have yet traveled.”’ 

After the luughter at this complaint 
had somewhat subsided, the President 
made a@ most interesting oration on the 
origin of Vergennes and the patriotic 
history of Vermont. Loud applause 
greeted almost every sentence, 

Burlington was reached apout 1 
o’clock. Senator Edmunds, Mayor 
Hazleton, Seward Webb anda commit- 
tee of citizens met the President and 
party, which was driven at once to th 
residence of Senator Edmunds, whe 
luncheon was served.

‘Two more bodies were identified this 
morning. They proved to be those of 
— Dobren and Abraham Dershop- 
skie, 

By 10:45 five more bodies were dis- 
closes, but they could not be reached 
because of the heavy machinery on top 
of them. Tho coroner after investi- 
gating said there were not less than 
twenty persons buried under the res- 
taurant, The police think there were 
ifty corpses in the cellar. That would 
make a total of ninety killed. 

Today it was stated the catastrophe 


is thought to have been caused by ex- 
plosion of naphtha or some other ex- 
plosive matter. 

At a late hour tonight the total num- 
ber of bodies exhumed from the débris 
had reached fifty-two and several more 
have been identified. 


EMPLOYERS’ RIGHTS. 


Convention of Those Who Oppose 
Trades Union Tyranny. 

SAN FRANciscO, Aug. 25.—[{By the 
Associated Press.] G. L. Davis pre- 
sided today over 300 manufacturers 
who met today to organize an 
association of employers for re- 
sistance to the encroachments of 
trades unions. The following di- 
rectors were elected: E. M. Herrick, 
ship owner; Oscar Leqis, tron manu- 
facturer; A. Hollins, printer; James 
Carrick, box manufacturer; W. W. 
Miller, planing mill, Albert Dernbam, 
shoe manufacturer; J. B. Stetson, 
president of the California Street Rail- 
road Company: Henry Bingham, steve- 
dore; W. L. Merry, packer. 

The organization will extend its 
jurisdiction all over the State and will 
ally itself with similar orgunizations in 


other States. Extraordinary powers | 


are lodged in the board of directors. 
which shall act for the association. 
The constitution provides that no mem- 
ber shall withdraw without baving 
given sixty days’ notice. The monthly 
dues are $2.50 and the association will 
meet whenever called by the directors. 

The association deciares that it is 
not opposed to trades unions and rec- 
ognizes their right to organize in their 
own defense, and employers will not 
trespass on that right by refusing em- 
ployment to any one because of belong- 
ing to such an organization, but the 
association reserves theright to say 
whom they shall, or shall not employ. 


IRELAND'S FRIENDS. 


A CONVENTION CALLED TO MEET 
IN CHICAGO, 


President Fitzgerald of the League 
Issues an Address—The Fac« 
tional Fight Handled in 
Gingerly Fashion.

LINCOLN, (Neb.,) Aug. 25.—[By the 
Associated Press.] John Fitzgerald, 
president of the Irish National League 
of America, issued an address today 
calling for a convention at Chicago 
October 1 next. The call says in part 
that the present lamentable condition 
of affairs in Ireland and the fall- 
ing off of Irish American support as 
a direct result of dissensions in the 
ranks of the parliamentary party, are 
reasons enough to induce lovers of the 
cause to come together to devise meas- 
ures to overcome difficulties. It has 
been deemed expedient to go beyond 


the lines of the Irish Nationai League 
of America and invite the 


cooper- 
ation of all lovers of the 
Irish cause. To this end every 


existing branch of the Irish National 
League of America will be entitied to 
one delegate for every twenty-five 
members, and all other societies and 
organizations will be allowed one del- 
egate for every twenty-five persons, 
who, between now and the 25th of Oc- 
tober, shall subscribe $10 to the funds 
ot the league. 

Further, every individual who has 
since the last co tion, contributed 
atone time $25 through the national 
treasurer, who sball have done so be- 
fore the 25th of October, shall be en- 
titled to the privileges of a delegate. 

The objects of the convention are 
in substance to examine into the 
present and past relations between 
the league in America and the 
leaders of the national move- 
ment, with a view to placing them on 
a betterand more satisfactory basis: 
to revise and amend the constitution; 
to pledge-once more inviolable fidelity 
to the cause of Irish liberty and adopt 
such measures in support thereof as 
may be considered wise and justifiable. 
All who bavethe cause of Ireland at 
heart are earnestly requested to make 
this convention not only a success, but 
a historical landmark in the progress 
of the Irish movement.

dress, “when we should prove to the 
world that our moral courage is not 
inferior to the physical bravery our 
race has ever displayed on the battle- 
field.

HIPPOLYTE’S DOLNGS. 


THE RULER OF HAYTI FINDS A 
DEFENDER, 


Charges of Bloodthirsty Tyranny 
Denied—He Resorted to Vigor- 
ous Measures to Save the 
Land from Anarchy. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Aug. 25.—{[By the As- 
sociated Press.; The correspondent 
of the Associated Press ut Port-au- 
Prince writing under date of August 
15, quotes acting United States Minis- 
ter Terres as saying: ‘‘There is abso- 
lutely no foundation for the state- 
ments that Hippolyte or his govern- 
ment has acted in the outrageous man- 
ner represented in the United States 

apers during July. ‘Terres’ be- 
ieves that Hippolyte is sincere 
in his desire ta do right, but 
will not tolerate the slightest 
attempt to weaken his authority. Of 
course, he is no angel, and it will prob- 
ably never be koown how far he was 
justified in his course of May 28. Cer- 
tain itis, if he had been assassinated, 
the city would bave been io flames io 
less than halfan hour. Probably one 
thousand persons would bave lost their 
lives; looting would have been ram- 


end would have been.”’ 

According to Terres, the blood- 
thirstiness and maniacal outbreaks 
attributed to Hippolyte from time to 
time have no place in his nature. 
Assurances are given by diplomats and 
business men tnat untilthe affair of 
Mav 28 the government had been ex- 
traordinarily patient. Full liberty of 
the press bas been repaid with scur- 
rilous criticisms and misrepresenta- 
tions. When there began to be indica- 
tions of open defiance Hippolyte gave 
warning that he proposed to take 
severe measures to uphold bis author- 
ity. The malcontents are now proving 
that they can be very quiet. 

The publication of a pamphlet by 
John Metzger, American Consul at 
Gonaive, on the “American Question 
in Hayti,”’ has aroused much atten- 
tion. The charges made against Ad- 
miral Guerardi, Lieut. Hughes and 
others are very grave. Metzger, in an 
interview, said that outrageous 
methods were resorted to by our Gov- 
ernment in ita dealings with Hayti on 
the question of Mole St. Nicholas. 
“Our State Department knows,”’ 
he said, “that the Haytian constitu- 
tion expressly forbids the leasing or 
occupation of Haytian territory by an 
alien power. Had the question been 
submitted in a courteous way to the 
Haytian cabinet, the interests which 
would have been served would have 
been discussed and the people would 
have been educated into final acquies- 
cence.”’ 

The correspondent says that while 
affairs are now tranquil. it is true that 
there is muclt uncertginty as to the 
future. The city is garrisoned by 3000 
troops, and Hippolyte is confident he 
can crush any outbreak,

CHAMBERSBURG (Pa.,) Aug. 25.—

of Two Ships Slain In 
the Arctic. 

Cuicaa@o, Aug. 25.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.} A Washington special 
says: “A catastrophe is reported 
by the Treasury Department from the 
Arctic regions. . It is said the crews 
of two small steam whalers winter- 
ing pear the mouth of the Mac- 
kenzie, about five hundred miles east 
of Point Barrow, have been massacred 
by the natives im that region, The 
steamers are the property of the Pa- 
cific Whaling Company and carried 
sixty men as crews. They were well 
armed, equipped and provisioned. 

**While it is a new thing for wnalers 
to winter in the Arctic as far east as 
these two steamers have, white men 
have spent winiera. on, tbe shore with 
the natives and have lived with a 
good degree cf comfort. The whal) 
ing crews encawped on land would not 
be under any suc strict discipline as 
might be enforced on shipboard, and if 
their intercourse with the natives was 
Offensive they have probably been 
overpowered by superior numbers.”’

Said he: “I have the 
signature of every colored bishop in the 
country in my pocket. Every colored voter 
is in favorof it, and 2,000,000 colored votes 
are not to be sneezed at. 

“Iam a Virginian and a Democrat, but 
my heart bleeds for the downtrodden. I 
was riding on arailroad in Virginia one 
day when 1 sawa colored man put off the 
train for no other reason than that he was 
black.

A Heavy Draft on a Local Bank Met 
Without Trouble — News 
Notes and Personal 
— Redlands.

{t is seldom that a bank in a city the 
size of San Bernardino can stand a 
draft of $70,000, without previous no- 
tice, in one day. Yet this was recently 
the case in this city. Leading up to 
thisis along story in connection with 
the construction and sale of the Red- 
lands Motor road to the Southern 
Pacific Company. It was in 1888 that 
the Redlands Motor road was built, the 
original stockholders being Oscar New- 
berg, W. B. Garner, W. J. Curtis and 
W.N. Crandall. After the road was 
built it at first did not pay any divi- 
dend upon its stock. Two thousand 
shares of stock were issued of the par 
value of $100 per sbare. be 
road was for quite a _ period of 
time operated at a loss. Finally 
in May 1890, C. P. Huntington came 
to the. coast and there was a revolution 
in Southern Pacific affairs. The idea 
occurred then to a few of the stock- 
holders of the motor road that it would 
be a good idea to sell their road to the 
Southern Pacific Company. But prior 
to this Stockholder ewberg had 
pledged himself to Stockbolder M. B. 
Garner not to sell any of his stock, each 
holding @ one-quarter interest in the 
road. Mr. Newberg, however, sold 100 
shares of the 500 suares which he held, 
and despite his previous pledge, to T. 
J. Wilson, who was made superinten- 
dent ot the road. By varieus practices 
Messrs. Newberg, Jacobs and Wilson 
acquired a majority of the stock in the 
road. They or some of them made 
various trips to San Francisco to se!! 
the road to the Southern Pacific. All. 
of these trips were without result, so 
they alleged. In November 1890 the 
road paid its first dividend of 50 cents 
per share. In December and January 


pope, a dividend of 50 cents per 


share per month was also declared and 
paid.. Washouts in February of this 
ear ate up the earnings of the road for 
and March. But io April 
a dividend of $1 a share was de- 
clared. In May there was no dividend. 
In June, 1891, until the sale of the 
road, a dividend of 25 cents per share 
was deciared and paid. 
Of course Messrs. Newberg, Jacobs 
and Wilson had inthe meantime ac- 
quired a majority of the stock in the 
road. Tbe minority stockholders, who 
| bad been deceived, were Messrs. 
Garner and Rathburn. They were 
given the alternative of selling the 536 
sbares which they heid at $47.50 per 
share or of going into partnersuip with 
the Southern Pacific. Of course Mr. 
Rathburn and Mr. Garner bad no de- 
sire to combine with the Southern 
Pacific and they therefore, under the 
extreme pressure, sold their stock for 
$47.50 per share. The Redlands Motor 
road shortly after this sold to the 
Southern Pacific. For what price no 
one now knows. Mr. Garner and Mr. 
Rathburn, than whom there are no 
more. reputable citizens in this entire 
county, assert publicly that they were 
by deceit ana violation of faith re- 
lived of about $5,000 which was justly 
theirs. ‘This statement the gentiemen 
bave backed up with affidavits now in 
band, 

After this transaction, Messrs. Gar- 
ner: and Rathburn exerted their in- 
fluence dguinst the Bank of San Ber- 
pardino, owned and controlled by 
Messrs. Jacobs and Newberg, and 
the result was that within a few days 
over $125,000 was drawn out. ‘The 
bank paid all depositors, however, and 
apparently did not feel the draft. 
This is another chapter which explains 
toacertain extent the complications 
that exist in municipal affairs here,

Progress of the Rebekah Degree in New 
Ham pshire—Notes. 

The Rebekah degree was introduced into. 
New Hampshire in 1851. The work and 
ritual were given to Grand Master Peabody 
by Grand Representative Timothy G. Sen- 
ter; and the former brother united nine- 
teen lodges and gave instructions in the 
degree. The first Rebekeh Degree lodge 
was not instituted, however, until after 
the matter was brought to the attention of 
the grand lodge by Grand Master Joseph 
H. Gardiner in 1870. At the session of that 
year, Bro. Past Grand Representative 
S. S. Davis submitted a constitution for 
Rebekah Degree lodges which was adopted. 
Under this constitution, on the petition of 
Past Grand Representative William P. 
Buell and others of Nashua, Rebekah De- 
gree lodge, No. 1, was instituted. From 
time to time others followed until there 
are now thirty-eight in the jurisdiction. 
For a time No. l was dormant, but other- 
wise no Rebekah Degree lodge in the state 
has ever shown a disposition to surrender 
its charter. At present No. 1, now known 
as Olive Branch, isone of the most active 
and successful! in New Hampsbire.

MORROS THE GREEK. 


ACQUITTED OF THE CHARGE OF 
ASSAULT. 


He Proves That He was in Santa 
Ana at the Time the Al-~« 
leged Offense was 
Committed. 


Morros the Greek was tried before Justice 
Austin yesterday afternoon on a charge of 
having assaulted Jennie Roundsfell, and 
was discharged, proving a straight alibi. 

The complaining witness, a pretty, 
modest, little miss of 13 years, took the 
stand and told her story in a straightfor- 
ward manner, although she was very nerv- 
ous and greatly embarrassed at the 
position in which she was placed. 
She said that she was walking 
on street, between Twenty- 
eighth and Thirtieth streets, about 7 o’clock 
in the evening, on Wednesday, the 19th 
inst., with a companion of ber own age, 
Anvnie Barclay, when a man suddenly ap- 
peared and grabbed at ber; she and (her 
companion turned and ran, when the man 
started to chase them.

On the cross- 
examination the child broke down, and 
cried bitterly as she left the witness stand. 

Annie Barclay corroborated Jennie’s 
statementin every particular. She was 

itive that Morros was the man, as she 

ad seen him several times in the neighbor- 

hood, and did not think she could possibly 
be mistaken, 

This closed the case for the people, and 
the defense put Walter Neil, a Santa Ana 
livery man, on the stand. Neil swore that 
on August 19 Morros was in Santa Ana, 
and hired a rig from him in the afternoon. 
He got the rig about 3 o’clock and returned 
between 6and7. He was positive about it, 
as he entered the transaction in bis reg- 
ister. 

R. N. Baker,a Tustin fruit grower, Ed- 
munud Carr, a Santa Ana fruit dealer, and 
Paul Seeger, a rancher, all swere that 
Morros was at their —~ on the 19th, and 
purchased jemons of Baker and Seeger. 

Morros then took the stand and gave a 
detailed account of his movements from 
Tuesday to Friday of the week during 
which the assault is said to have occurred, 
accounting for every minute of his time. 
There:was no argument, and on the con- 
clusion of the testimony Justice Austin 
ordered the charge dismissed and the de- 
fendant discharged. 

This morning Morros will be examined on

Yesterday morning another complaint 
was sworn out against Morros for battery 
ona woman who was walking along the 
street with her children. 
The police believe that the girls made a 
mistake in the date on which they allege 
that Morros assaulted them, and that he is 
the map, but the time was not correctly 
given.
